Then in a frenzy one*of them, Henry, 50 
years old, turned upon his aged mother and 
withjan ax beat her to the floor of their 
residence in Forest avenno.

Strong sentiment prevails today that 
Walker wob not killed by the car but that 
he was placed on the track by someone who 
had first either killed him or fatally 
wounded him. The fact that motorman of 
the carbeleves so and old.friends of Walker 
think the same, coupled to the-facltbat tho 
■police are hunting for evidence that sbowa 
such to be the case make this theory 
strong. 

The verdict at the coroner's jury was that 
he came to hia dea:h by being struck by 
the car, the evidence* showing that Walker , 
was last seen on Eleventh street and 'was 
then presumably starting for home, could 
not trace him to the spot where he was run 
over by the. car. 

Whether Walker had any money on him 
or not is not known.

Where the United States la Behind 
European Countries. 

Tho plan for establishing a Btats 
labor colony Incidentally calls atten- 
tion to tho backwardness of the ne-u 
world In two important matters, .the 
relief of honest men out of employ- 
ment and the suppression of vagrants. 
Save for the work done chiefly by pri- 
vate organizations, in a fow largo 
cities, thero would bo absolutely noth- 
ing In the United States which a 
Swiss, German or Dutch charity work- 
er might compare to the labor colonies 
of his native land. Even a French- 
men, whoBe country Ib overrun by 
vagabonds, can- point with pride to 
relief measures which have already 
done much to reduce tho suffering 
duo to. -tho enforced continuous idle- 
ness of from C.5 per cent. to seven 
per cent of all worklngmen. The 
Idea of allotting small gardens to men 
out of work was conceived and put 
Into practice by Geri. vnn den Bosch in 
Holland as far back as 1818; to-day 
more than 2,000 poor families aro thus 
supported in tho little kingdom. Tho 
environs of Paris are dotted with soma 
7,000 plots assigned by the Workmen*! 
Garden , Society, to tho unemployed/ 
either grutis or at a nominal cost 
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are co-operating with tho school de- 
partment, say that the high-school- 
boys are making better progress than 
tho full : tlme apprentices, and Superin- 
tendent Joseph G. Edgerly ot tho 
Fltchburg public schools reports that 
the schoolroom work of these boys Is 
fully up to the standard. ',' 

. The success of tho Fltchburg plan 
seems so well assured that steps are 
being taken in a number of other 
cities, whoso school authorities have 
been In correspondenco with Superin- 
tendent Edgerly, to begin similar 
courses next year. Superintendent 
Edgerly and Principal John G. Thomp- 
son of the Massachusetts State Nor- 
mal school at Fltchburg, who has 
token a deep interest In the working 
out of tho plan, bolieve they have gone 
a long way toward solving the prob- 
lem of how- best to keep tho boys In 
the high school for tho full four years* 
course,"a problem that has been tho 
despair of educators In all manufac- 
turing towns, such as Is Fltchburg. 
Tho belief of many parents, whether 
right or wrong, that their boys; who 
must eventually find their way Into 
the shops, were wasting,timo in school 
when they could be learning a trade 
has been the chief cause of the falling 
off In tho enrollment of second and 
third-year high school ' classes. 

Inability of parents to support their 
'boys during the four years they were 
in the high school has also unquestion- 
ably been a big factor,. but thlB.has 
been eliminated in Fltchburg, as"; the 
boys who take tho Bhop-work course 
will no able to earn enough to clotho 
themselves, and even" pay board, with- 
out interference with tholr school 
work, since they receive regular ap- 
prentice wages for tho actual time 
they work In tho factories. Tho first 
year they receive ten cents an hour, 
nnd .they work approximately 1,050 
hourB. Working the same number of 
hours the two following years, they 
receive 11 and 12% cents an hour, re- 
spectively, and they are as well fitted 
for their trade 'as if they had put in 
all of their time In tho ' factory— bet- 
tor fitted, because of a livelier intelli- 
gence and ability to use their heads 
as well as .their hands, Superintendent 
Edgerly sayB. 

Tho shopwork- consists of instruc- 
tion under practical overseers in tho 
operatlpn of lathes, planers, drilling 
.machines, bench and floor work and 
Buch other machino work, according to 
the abllltyof:tho apprentlce.Tas per* 
tains to the particular branch of 
manufacture of tho /shop where tho 
boy is employed. Ot tho 20 boys who 
entered the. Fltchburg shops last Au- 
gust, 16 are learning tho machinist's 
trade, two are receiving practical in- 
struction in pattern making mud two 
In drafting. The co-operative courso 
Includes English, mathomatlcs, with 
tables and simple shop problems; 
mechanics, Including simple /machines; I

White Houbo can direct, the ships of 
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How Uncle. Sam Will Keep In Touch 
with His Warships.

seven seas thoy may bo cruising. 

Tho corner-stone of this stupendous 
achievement will be laid .when work 
is begun in tho near future on a high- 
powered, long-distance wireless, sta- 
tion in -this city. . 

' Necessity was tho inspiration for the 
undertaking, naval exports say. Tho 
United States assumdd the responsi- 
bility of patrolling the Pacific when 
the Philippines were taken under the 
fold of tho Stars and Stripes. It Is 
all" very well, perhaps,- for battleships 
to sail forth bpldly on months-long 
cruises, but Undo Sam wants to bo 
in a position to call them up, day or 
night and. make them feel they are 
not so far away from homo after all. 

High-powered stations similar to tho 
ono soon to bo constructed In Wash- 
ington will bo established along tho 
Pacific coast The next step will bo 
stations In Hawaii, Guam, Samoa and 
the Philippines. Wireless communi- 
cation with ships in tho North At- 
lantic ocean is now possible to a satis- 
factory extent With tho future 
system Installed tho North Pacific, tho 
greater portion of tho South Pacific 
and part of tho Indlnn ocean will be 
gathered up and figuratively spread 
out In view of the windows of tho 
White House. 

In times of peace tho navy depart- 
ment will ho able to guldo tho ships 
at all .times with tho certainty of a 
man moving tho pieces on a chess 
board. Should war come tho respon- 
sibilities of a naval engagement need 
not rest entirely on the shoulders, of 
the men aboard tho ships. In somo 
room in tho Whito Houso a board* of 
naval experts may sit and flash wire- 
Icbs messages directing and advising 
tho fleet in Its fight 

It will bo dlfllcult to catch Undo 
Sam napping when ho has "strung his 
lines" around tho world. Ho can warn 
his sea fighters against traps into 
which otherwise they might fall. while 
roaming tho ocean without news of 
events. Admiral , Cowles' plans, corj^ 
tained In his annual report, tfJCe 
aroused much enthusiasm axfi^ng 
naval exports, who say that with; ttio 
building of tho proposed stat)o^ 8 tho 
all-world wireless system will bo 
proved a practical undertaking.

EACH IS FINED $50,000 



Standard of Indiana, Republic and 

Waters-Pierce Found Guilty of 

Conspiracy by Supreme 

Court. 



Jefferson City, Mo.— Declaring that 
the Standard OH Company of Indiana, 
the Republic Oil Company of Ohio and 
the Waters-Fierce Oil Company of Mis- 
souri- had conspired and combined to 
monopolize the oil business In this 
state,' the supreme court of Missouri 
"Wednesday issued a decree ousting all 
'three from the commonwealth, and 
fining them $50,000 each. 
• The decree against the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company Is tempered by 
the proviso that It may continue In 
business if, by March 1, 1909, it can 
•show to the court that it has taken 
steps to operate as an independent 
concern and has satisfied the judg- 
ment against it. Tho other companies 
are given until March 1, 1909, to wind 
up their affairs In the state. 

Decision Is Most Sweeping. 

The decision, which was unanimous 
on the part of the seven judges, is so 
: sweeping thnt Attorney General Had- 
'ley and Gov. Folk hail it as the end of 
Illegal commercial combinations in 
Missouri, and the former asserts that, 
in conjunction with the decision .of the 
supreme court of the United States In 
the tobacco trust case, it will affect 
similar suits in other states. 

Attorney General Hadley, who has 
prosecuted the Missouri case since Its 
..inception in March, 1905, will become 
governor in le«s- thp-ira- month and 
■then will be charged with tho enforce- 
ment of the decree Issued. 

Tried to Compromise Suit. 

The attorney general followed up 
the promulgation by the court with a 
statement In which he asserted that 
attempts had been made to compro- 
mise the suit 

"At least three efforts have been 
made by attorneys for tho oil compa- 
nies to get me to compromise tho 
cases," he said. "I invariably told 
them that tho ultimate decision must 
be made by the courts, and refused 
their offers. It was Intimated to me 
that the oil companies were willing to 
accept a good large fine and concede 
a victory to the state. The proposi- 
tions were never reduced to details, 
•but they were entirely legitimate and 
such as might be made in any other 
form qf litigation." 

' I * Points In the Decision. 

In coming to its decision the court 
says: 

"If such abuses as those complained 
of are permitted to continue, untram- 
meled, ft would be only a question 
of time until they would sap tho 
strength and patriotism from tho very 
foundations of our government, over- 
turn the republic, destroy our free in- 
stitutions and substitute, in lieu there- 
of, some other form of govern- 
ment.'

"That they have created and become 
mibers of a pool, trust, agreement, 
^federation, combination, arrange- 
lt and understanding among them- 
es for the following purposes:

H. H. Rogers, principal, was com- 
pelled to testify before a special com- 
missioner. 

yU the same time Rockefeller was

Stevens' Slayer Is Convicted. 
San Francisco. — In Whan Chang, 
the Korean who shot Durham White 
Stevens, the,. American diplomat 
and adviser to the Korean emperor, In 
this city on March 23 of this year, re- 
sulting in Mr. Stevens' death two days 
later, was found guilty of murder in 
the second degree by a jury In Judge 
Carroll Cook's department of the su- 
perior court. Sentence will bo passed 
December 26, The minimum penalty 
is ten years and the maximum life im- 
prisonment.

TWELVE HOUSE COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS SAIL FOR COLON. 



Will Study Conditions and' Possible 

Needs of -Changes In Form 

of Government. 



Washington.— To familiarize . them* 
selves with conditions undor tho pres- 
ent form of government of tho Pana- 
ma canal zone and to consider what 
changes, if any, are desirable,. 12 
members of the house committee on 
foreign and Interslate commerce left 
Charleston Monday for Colon. 

It is not thought that any measure 
having for Its object a change in tho 
fprm of civil government for the zone 
will receive tho consideration of, the 
congress at tho present session, but 
as all but two of the members of tho 
commerce committee, Representatives 
Hepburn and Sherman will 'be mem- 
bers of tho -house In the Sixty-first 
congress, the committee will find the 
information secured now of value 
later. 

There has been some discussion .of 
tho advisability of attaching tho zone 
to one of the southern circuits of fed- 
eral courts in order to overcome criti- 
cism that has been made of tho pre- 
vailing judiciary system because of 
the difficulties that have been exporl. 
enced with regard "to the limits of 
jurisdiction of the civil and military 
authorities on the zone and the gov- 
ernment of Panama. 

The. congressional party . not only 
will investigate this matter, but also 
will look into all phases of the con- 
struction of the canal. 

Tho party will reach Colon on Janu- 
ary 2, arriving in Washington, return- 
ing January 14. Those In the party 
who are accompanied by their wives, 
aro Representatives Hepburn, Iowa; 
Cushman, Washington; Kennedy, 
Ohio, and Ryan, New York, of the 
committee. Other members going on 
the trip are Representatives Stevens, 
Minnesota; Esch, Wisconsin; Town- 
send, Michigan; Knowland, California; 
Hubbard, West Virginia; Adamson, 
Georgia; Richardson, Alabama, and 
Bartlett, Georgia. 



TUG AND FOUR MEN LOST. 



Fishing Vessel Wrecked and Sunk at 
Frankfort, Mich. . 

Frankfort,' Mich.— The 15-ton fish 
tug Rhine of Frankfort was wrecked 
against one of the harbor piers here 
Saturday night, trying to make the 
harbor in a strong southwest gale.

Jack Johnson Is the first negro who 
ever won tho world's heavyweight pu- 
glliBtlc championship — In fact, he is 
tho only negro who over was permit- 
ted to battle for the honor. Ho was 
born in Galveston, Tex., in 1878 and 
began his ring career in 1901. l-\e is 
6 feet 1% Inches in height and 
weighed at the ringside close to 190 
pounds. 



Ryan Quits Directorates. 
New York. — Thomns F. Ryan, ad- 
mittedly one of tho greatest powers in 
the financial world, announced Wednes- 
day that, yielding to the advice of his 
physicians, he had resigned from the 
directorate of 31 corporations. The 
only enterprises in tho management of 
which the noted financier retains a 
hand are the Morton Trust Company, 
the National Bank of Commerce and 
the American Tobacco Company.

Gompers, Mitchelland Morrison Sentenced to Twelve, Nine 

and Six Monhs Respectively and Severely Scored 

in the Bucks Stove Case. 



Washington. — Twexo months In jail 
Tor Samuel Goraperif president; nine 
months for H John Mitchell, one of the 
vice-presidents, and/ sir months for 
Frank Morrison, secretary, all of tho 
American Federation of Labor, was 
tho sentence imposed by JubUco 
Wright of the supreme court of the

District of Columbia Wednesday for 
contempt of court in violating an or- 
der previously Issued enjoining them 
from placing on the "Unfair" or "We 
don't patronize" list tho Bucks Stove 
& Range Company of St. Louis, Mo. 

All three of the defendants wero in 
court when sentence was pronounced, 
and notice of an appeal to the court of 
appeals of the District of Columbia 
at once was filed, ; Gompers being re- 
leased on $5,000 bond; Mitchell on 
$4,000 and Morrison on $3,000. In ad- 
dition to tho wife and daughter of 
Gompers, there were present a number 
of local labor leaders, and others who 
were attracted by the notice that a 
decision of the famous case would be 
announced. Mr. Gompers' family wore 
visibly affected. 

Gompers Weeps When Sentenced. 

With tears coursing down his own 
cheeks, President Gompors heard tho 
order of the court which condemned 
him to prison for a year. Both Mitch- 
ell and Morrison seemed stunned by 
the sentence, although Mitchell i ap- 
peared to be the least concerned. 

Asked if ho had anything to say why 
sentence should not be pronounced, 
President Gompers declared that he 
had not consciously violated any law. 
There was much ho would like to say, 
ho said, but he could, not do it at that 
time. He added, however, that "this is 
a struggle of the working people of 
our country and it is a strugglo of the 
working people for the right. 

Mitchell and Morrison confined 
thomselves to, an Indorsement of what 
Gompers had said. 

The decision of Justice Wright, 
which consumed two hours and 20 
minutes In reading, was one of tho 
most scathing arraignments that ever 
came from the bench In this city.- 

American Navy. Ranks Second.

Messina In Otter Rulnl 
According to late advices last night 
the city of Messina, in Sicily, was ter- 
ribly damaged by the first shock at 
five o'clock, and later three-fourths of 
the town practically was swept from 
the earth by a vast wave from tho sea. 
Hundreds met death in this inunda- 
tion. 

Among those lost was Commander 
Passlno of the Italian navy, and a body 
of men .whom he had led ashore as a 
rescuo party from his ship, tho Bar- 
bor, after theflrst shock.

"I started out in a tola canvas 
canoe, late in. the afternoW ar- 
rived in tho vicinity of thellmp just 
at nightfall. With a BbaWpress 
tree, aided by a Jagged cujom my 
hunting knife, I succeeded itnehing 
a bad hole in tho bottom of] canoe, 
and with tho boat rapidly fig with 
water; I landed Just after sud at the 
very door of their cabin. I three 
men were at homo and theyfcomed 
mo with tho open hospitalitMcamp- 
ors, insisting that I spend 1 night 
with them. ; This was JuBt wjl had 
been playing for. 

"It was easy to see that 1 men 
were crooks. There is alwaWne- 
thing to disclose tho counteiW, if 
the observer is only sufflclentlkrsed 
in their ways and mapnerisral rec- 
ognize tho telltale signB. I wfletty 
sure, before- tho evening w*ver. 
that these were the men whoh^no 
tho Job in St Louis. > \ 

"Nothing about the cabin mho 
least bit suspicious. A large Hpot 
bubbled invitingly oyer the opire. 
tho fragrant odor o rbo lngJ B . 
suing from under its lid wb^o 
steam, pushed it up on one bI|a 
ateamlng haunch of vonslon, ejg 
with some; vegetables and dumi a , 
was , produced from tho pot f A r 
support which was served joonir 
my arrival. In tho center of the 
was a big table, crudely construe 
heavy oak timbers; The cabin wa 



lighted, the lamps being of expensive 
character and great brilliancy. Guns 
and fishing tackle and hunting tog- 
gery of every .kind gave tho cabin tho 
atmosphere of a sportsman'B club. 

"The men talked freely of everything 
but themselves.. They spoke of many 
cities, but never of their homes. They. I 
told mo they ^wore .college chums who 
had always made it a custom to spend 
a few months together each fall in the 
woods. They were clover men and 
readily passed for the lawyer, the doc- 
tor and the merchant, the characters 
they respectively pretended to.be. The 
ono to whom the other two deferred* In 
everything was a large, powerful man 
with clean-shaven face and a Jaw like 
a bulldog. His face was too shrewd to 
bo p'leaaant. He watched me furtfvely, 
a sinister, amused smile playing about 
tho corners of his mobile mouth; That 
smile spoke .volumes. It made me He 
awake all night It seemed to say that 
he knew my real character, and there- 
fore; I thought it best to keep on the 
watch. The*man seemed. capable- of 
offering 'me personal violence. * But 
tho night passed away without inci- 
dent After breakfast, I repaired tho 
leak In my canoe and paddled slowly 
up-stream, trying to figure out- where 
I had seen tho big man withHhe square 
Jaw before. 

'•While I was smoking a last cigar 
boforo retiring that evening, it came 
to mo where I had seen him. It was 
on a street car In St Louis, on one oc- 
casion when I was shadowing the 
shanty at the cave. He had been on 
the same car and bad kept his seat 
when I alighted near the hut He had 
looked -at- mo then as if he wanted- to 
know me the next time he saw me. I 
wasfaBsured that ho, was one of the 
counterfeiters, and' made up my mind 
to arrest tho three of them tho first 
thing next morning. ' 

"Here -I learned a lesson in procras- 
tination. "While I hastily gobbled down 
ray breakfast tho next day, a trapper, 
•who camped near by and who had gone 
to' the village the night before for sup- 
plies, happened along and told me. a 
most disconcerting bit of news. The 
throe men had taken. French leave. 
They had caught a .through, freight 
about* midnight, taking little or no 
baggage with them.. I hastened to. the 
village, and although I worked tho 
single- telegraph, wire to its utmost 
capacity,' the threo men succeeded in 
making their escape. 

"Sending a full cipher report to 
Washington, I repaired to the cabinin 
the swamps and made a careful search 
of it Everything Within was in the 



greatest confusion. Clothing and 
shells, guns and fishing-tackle were 
strewn about tho floor, evidencing a 
precipitate departure. It was tantaliz- 
ing to again allow the criminals to es- 
cape. I felt deeply chagrined, and re- 
solved never again to put off a matter 
of this kind. The men had forestalled 
me by only a few hours, for I had in-, 
tended arresting them that morning, 
and' there had been nothing in their 
conduct during my "visit to their cabin 
to indicate that they thought of flight. 
"In one corner of the cabin, beneath 
the very bunk on which I had slept, 
there was an excavation three feet 
square and as many deep. The cove? 
was down and dirt was strewn over it 
which gave it the same appearance as 
the dirt floor of the house. I discov- 
ered it by a hollow hound when I 
tapped over the spot. It was empty. 
"I noticed. the absence of the pot 
which had supplied my supper, but it 
was rather a subconscious notice of it 
The fact really made no appreciable 
impression on me at the time, nor did 
it, in fnct, until more than a year had 
passed. It was then recalled by a 
newspaper dispatch under date of the 
email village. • • . 

"Some of the boys in tho village had 
appropriated the cabin as a sort of 
clubhouse, after- the three men had 
fled. They would spend ■ Saturdays 
there, fishing and BWimmlng and hunt- 
ing. Immediately in front of tho cabin 
was a Bteep hank, and the river wi- 
dened out into a broad, deep pool 
which afforded good fishing and swim- 
ming. The boys would .throw white 
pebbles into this hole and dive for 
them from the bank. Ono of them 
had struck his head against something 
hard at the bottom of the river and 
had been pulled up -a corpse; -his skull 
having been fractured by the impact 
of the bloW. 

"Tho others investigated and found 
a largo Iron pot half buried In the soft 
mud. Its cover was sealed down and 
its weight had been so great the. boys 
couldn't lift it from. its oozy- bed. The 
dispatch stated that the pot was to bo 
raised and its contents examined. 

"I was in 'Little Rock when I read 
this dispatch and, without waiting for 
instructions from headquarters, I 
boarded 1 the first train and set out for 
tho village. I was in a state of fever- 
ish excitement, fearing I would arrive 
there after the pot had been secured. 
I wanted to he the first to view its con- 
tents. I felt sure I knew what was 

"After a Journey that seemed inter- 
minable I arrived at the village and 
inquired about the pot. My fearB had 
been groundless. With the indlfferenco 
so characteristic in country people thq 
villagers had forgotten, after tho 
funeral of the unfortunate young man, 
the incident of the pot While there 
had been some talk of raising it, no 
one had taken the lead, and there the 
matter had rested. 

"Securing a team of mules and some 
strong ropes and chains, I drove out to 
tho, cabin. By dint of much diving I 
succeeded in fastening . tho chains 
about tho pot and had my asslstnant 
drag it out upon the bank. ,'It was the 
vessel which had hung over the fire 
when I had visited the counterfeiters 
In their lair. Then I remembered Its 
absence, when I had searched 'the hut 
after their departure. It was sealed 
with paraffin and sealing wax, and not 
a drop of water had passed the lid. 

"I contained a complete set of en- 
gravers* tools, several bottles of power- 
ful acids, glass stopped and sealed, a 
number of bars of Bllver, some three 
hundred odd counterfeit silver dollars, 
and the dies with which they had been 
stamped out. The dies were thickly 
coated with wax and were' as bright 
and fresh as when they beat out the 
false coins in the secret cave. 

"After swearing my . assistant to 
secrecy, I returned to headquarters 
with my booty. 

"Not many weeks later two of .the 
men were captured. I had given the 
department a minute descriptibn of 
them, after their unceremonious de- 
parture, and its vast machinery .had 
been set in motion for their apprehen-, 
slon. It is a maxim of the Bervlce 
that a man once a counterfeiter is al- 
ways a counterfeiter. This rule held 
good with reference, to two of 'the 
men, at least, for they were, captured 
and convicted of another Job. The in- 
cidents I have Just related were not 
introduced in evidence against them . 
and consequently escaped the press. 
The man with the bulldog Jaw escaped 
completely at that time, but I met with: 
him, years after* under clrcumBtnncw 
neither of us will forget so long *f. 

we live." ■
